Defeat and Victory. 

Tlie bioijrapher of William, Priiino of 
Orange, tells ii.s that every defeat he fua- 
tiiiiiuil ill his batiles,wilh.stlie Generals of 
Louis Quatorze,/vas'turned into a yictory. 
We may also safely affirm, that every defeat 
vrhroh the Reformers suatain, through the 
eonduct of (he unprinoipled.cliciue headed by 
Gor. Douglas, is but another victory. Every 
time law and justice is (lisreganleil by the 
Government, every time it loses suppoiters, 
and every lime . adds to] the numerical 
etrength of the .Reform party. The Assembly 
decision on Monday, though claimed as a vic- 
tory by the supporters of the ^.overuiiieut, i,i 
onlyauother ine.xcusable act,\veakenii)g their 
strength, and adding to the numbers of the op- 
position. Were a deoision such as that made 
in any other British colony, the legislature 
woidd be dissolved forthwith. It would 
be held that such acts rendered the legisla- 
ture unfit to be trusted with the rights of free- 
men. But we have liltle hojie of Governor 
Douglas dissolving the A.s.ieinbly till the 
■' people force it upon him. His soii-iii-law 
manifested loo much interest in shaping the 
decision of the llou.-se, to do otherwise than 
point to the source of hi.s inspiration. 

Our boasted English system of govcrn- 
moiit, under the rule ol Goveiiior Douglas, 
his brother-in-law, sons-in-law, nephews - 
in-law, and clique, is rapidly becoming un- 
worthy of the nation. Intelligent foreigners 
ajk_i.f Isiiliiathe boasted liberty of English- 
metr? Is it not Turkish tyranny? If this 
is British rule, we have seen enough of it. 
Have not the lists of voters been corrupted ? 
I^ave not alieng been marched to the 
"■^lls? Have not men been forced to vote ? 
Has not tho statute law been disregarded, 
uppatenlly to saiisty private vengeance '.' 
Myreover, we have .seen a Governor charged 
with being privy to a libel, and heard it not 
refuted. We have lieanl of a Governor's 
secretary carrYiii;^ a retainer to defend a libel 
suit, and jel not discharged. We have 
heard it slated in open -coiirt that an English 
judge was a political libeller. What are we, 
foreigners, to thinicof such as ample of Brit- 
ish rnle ? Our enly conclusion is that your 
boasted system is false, or yout rulers mis- 
represent the nation.'* Scuh are but a hun- 
dredth part of what is every day heard from 
intelligent foreigners. We ask how long is 
it to last ? 

Wore the sub-ilanli.il inlfrots of tln^ nonii- 
try promoletl, .micIi a st.le i.f tilings iiiiuht 
be palliated, if it ennld iiol \>.- ev.Misetl. liiU 
the merit of evi.-u uood |iiiblic nieasiiies are 
■wanting. Su.-h drivelliii.:; legislation, and 
Bucli drivellers, never were seen in any other 
country. Why do wo not hear of such a 
disregard of law, justice, and the solid in- 
terests of the country from our neighbors in 
Washington Territory? or Oregon? The 
public prints bring us no such tidings of 
corruption and incapacity, as is heard every 
day here, at every corner of the streets. The 
oonnparison is unfavorable in every way to 
us, as Englishmen and as a British Colony ; 
and honorable to our American neigliboiH. 
Whyoan we not, then, have a state of things 
inaugurated here that will make every man 
proiui to speak of out couiitiy, and not as 
now to liaiig 0111- heads in rtliaiii ; ? 1 lie 
' mason is plain ; an incapablo and corrupt 
clique rule ilie i;oiiiitiy. The Governor, to 
whom v.e .sh.aild l„ok to as the lountain of 
honor and jusiic.', is either found to be a 
political parli/.an, or has sunk So low in 
I publio estimation, it is impossiblo to rein- 
stato him. 

Had we a Governor in whom tho people 
eould re|iii.',i' eoididi'iieo iri-cspertivo of pitl'ty, 
a ditl'ereiit state of lliing.s ivmild koou o.ust. 
Party I'eoling would give way to \naetii al 
considerations.
